My dear Stewart: 


I am enclosing a copy of my comment on Professor Childs 
Robinson's article on his interview with Karl Barth. I am doing 
so in the form of a letter to Professor Robinson. 


I also enclose a copy of Professor Brunner's first art- 
icle, which I find has been lying around my office for a week. 
He is ready to provide you with a series of such articles. I 
think it would be good for this first word from Brunner himself 
to come before the publication of anything else regarding him. 


I know that you are with me in your desire to make our 
Church people acquainted first of all with the great affirmations 
and outlines of Brunner's thought. Perspective is absolutely nec- 
essary for judging the man, and perspective is one of the great 
needs of the present situation among true adherents to our Reformed 
faith. If we seriously divide, we are done in this generation. 


As you know, in many circles in Europe and America 
Brunner is regarded as hopelessly conservative, and as such is not 
welcomed. We would make ourselves the laughing stock of the world 
if we were to take the position of some of our extremist brethren 
that he is a theological radical. 


I greatly regret not being able to attend the meetings 
of the Synod of New Jersey. I have to be at the Synod of New York 
in these same days.
